Ordinarily, headlights on locomotives are enough to warn 
tpproaching drivers that a train is about to pass in front of 
hem. However, on a long train—such as the 100-car train 
involved in the Michigan smaah-up—the locomotive may bt* 
out of sight while freight cars are still rumbling over a cross­ 
ing. 
Some railroads mark their freight car with paint that re­ 
flect* light. In the headlight beams of oncoming cars, the 
paint glows brightly to warn drivers of the danger ahead 
Unfortunately for victims of crashes such as occurred in 
Michigan, this action is voluntary’ on the part of the rail­ 
roads, and not all of them are concerned enough to take this 
inexpensive measure to protect the public. 
It’s a wise practice when driving at night to make sure you 
come to a full stop at every railroad crossing, whether it is 
marked by a crossing sign or not. Then, before you start up 
take a second to make sure you have a clear space ahead- 
that there is not an invisible freight train at the crossing
